THE RAILROAD SLAUGHTER. 
MINGO JUNCTION. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Pirrapure, Penn., Aug. 7.—Mingo Junction, 
a straggling village of tifteen or twenty houses, 
is situated on the Ohio River just below the 
mouth of Cross Creek, and about four miles 
west from Steubenville, Ohio. Three years ago 
it was the scene of a frightful railroad accident, 
in which J. M. McCullough, General Manager of 
the Pennsylvania Railroaa, and several others, 
lost their lives. A year later another smash-up 
occurred within afew rods of the former one, 
which sent half a dozen mangled and 
bleeding victims to their graves. Another 
horror was added to the list 
this morning, far surpassing either of 


the preceding in the number of killed and in- 


jured. Most of the victims were English and 
German immigrants who were on their way to 
the West. * 

THE ACCIDENT 
took place just before daybréak. A dense fog 
prevailed at the time, which obscured the view 
and added to the misery of the situation. The 
cause of the calamity is attributed to Sterling, 
conductor of the freight train, who acknow!l- 
ets that his watch stopped twenty miuutes 
before the collision, but without nis know!- 
edge. This caused an error in his calculation of 
time, and fifty or more mangled bodies, many 
of them lifeiess, is the horrible result. 

THE DETAILS 
ere as follows: The fast line going west on the 
Pan-Handle Railroad, which left Pittsbarg about 
midnight, arrived at Steubenville a littie late, 
and left there seven minutes behind time. It 
was composed of two postal-cars,—one for Cin- 
einnati and one for St. Louis,—a baggage-car, 
an emigrant car, two ordinary cars, and a s!cep- 
er. This train was in charge of Conductor Ed- 
ward Morrill, of Columbus, ana, being behind 
timé, was running unusually fast. At Mingo 
Junction, four miles below Steubenville, at 1:50 
a. m., just after passing Cross Creek, where the 
road leaves the Ohio River, and while rounding 
asharp curve on the west bank of the creek, 
the train dashed with fearful velocity into 
freight train No. 13. Conductor Sterling, which 
was off her time, 

THE CONDUCTOR’S Waren. 
it is said, having stopped twenty minutes with- 
out his knowledge. The trains rushed together, 
and a fearful wreck ensued. Both engines were 
demolished and thrown down an embankment 
thirty feet. The first postal car was completely 
wrecked, three of the four inmates killed, and 
the other’s leg broken. The second postal car 
was more fortunate, being only thruwn down 
the embankment, where it stands on end. All 
the inmates escaped with slight wounds. The 
baggage-car was a total wreck, the baggage 
being strewn in all directions. The emigrant- 
car, in which the greatest loss of life occurred, 
was completely demolished. 
A LARGE CROWD 
soon gathered from the country for miles 
around, coming in buewies, wagons, on horse- 
back, and afoot. The people set to work with 
a will to extricate the wounded, dead, and dy- 
ing. Everything was done that could be done 
to alleviate the sufferings of the injured, who 
were placed on a special train and taken to 
Steubenrilic. Both of the engines were 
broken, twisted, and wrecked 80 completely 
as to resemble a mass of old iron. Very few in 
the emigrant car escaped death or injury. The 
scene is indescribable. The moans of the dying 
and sobs and screams of the living rose above 
every other sound. 
DEAD AND MANGLED BODIES 
were seen in all directions, and in every degree 
of mutilation. The injured added their cries 
to the dreadful diu, which pierced the soul like 
a prolongea wai) from the region of lost spirits. 
Most of the killed and wounded being em 
grants, it is almost impossible to get their 
names. Up to this time (9 p. m.) 
FIFTEEN HAVS DIED, 
and several more cannot survive til! morning. 
The injured are being carefully nursed, a full 
corps of physicians from Pittsburg and Steu- 
benville, with all necessary appliances for ren- 
dering sufferers more comfortable, having bur- 
ried to the scene in a special train at an carly 
hour this morning. 

A NARRATIVE, 

Several passengers on the ill-fated train have 
been interviewed. Prof. Earl, of Asbury Usi- 
versity, Greencastle, Ind., says: “We were 


running a few minutes behind time. I was 
dozing in my seat im the second 
car, when the sudden epplication of 
the alr-brabes arcused me, and 


} I suddenly experienced a shower of giass and 


splinters of wood flying past the window. The 
rapid succession of groams, shrieks, aad cries 
for help too suddenly broke to mv mind the sad 
reality of what had happeved in the emigrant 
car. The occupants were chiefly German, Scotch, 
and English families going to Kansas. I was 
not hurt myself, nor was any one iu the rear of 
my car, or the sleepers behind it. Tue Con- 
ductor was in our car. He, I, and several ovb- 
ers rushed tu the hind dour, where we got out.

I observed one poor mother 
from Bridgeport, Conn., on her way to Kansas 
with two daughters, aged respectively 5 and 
13 years, her son-in-law and his wife, and her 
grandmother, all injured but the first-named, 
who is a widow. The grandmother died while 
being taken from the wreck t the hos- 
pita). It was also thought one of the 
children would die. A Mrs. Hale, 
on her way to Atchison, Kan., was 
dangerously hurt. A boy named Robert 
Bomerine, age 9 years, his brother, 7 years, 
their mother and grandmother, formed another 
party. The mother was killed And the grand- 
mother injured, while the boys escaped. ‘lhe 
party was from Glasgow, Scotland, on their way 
to California.” Other interviews are substan- 
tially the same as the above. 
A PITTSBURG GENTLEMAN

THE GREAT TROUBLE 


was to get light. Old ties and rails 
were at last procured, and fires 
built. A large number of the injured remained 


in the wreck for several hours, their sufferings 
in the meantime being intense. The injured, 
with a few exceptions, are doing well. To-viebt 
most of those who were only slightly injured 
nave started for their homes. Three or four of 
the badly hurt will die.

THE MINERS’ STRIKE. 


More Men Quit Work—Present Aspect of 


the Situation, 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

PoTTsVILLe, Aug. 7.— This morning the min- 
ers of the Coutinental Colliery, operated by 
Audenried & Co., at Centralia. struck on ac- 
count of a reductiou of 20 per cent in their July 
wages. They demand the same _  percent- 
age as received by the Reading Coal & Iron 
Company’s men, whieh is 10 per cent off. 
Part of the miners of the Big Mountain Colliery 
at Shamokin, who went out yesterday, were 
joined in the strike this morning by the balance 
of the men working at thle mine.

W bat is the money question’ It is not whether 
we shall have com or paper. ‘There is no such 
issue, and never has been. Paper has long been, 
and must hereafter be, the great money factor in 
new and highly vroyvressive countries. Guid and 
silver accumulate in countries which have ap- 
proached or reached their zenith, where gathered 
wealth takes control of the productive forces 
and wage people toil for their existence. 
There, concentrated capital, low interest, and 
cheap labor, combine to make cheap products, and 
gold flows there to buy them. Hut in the United 
States, with our heretofore swift development, 
distributed wealth, and well-paid labor, we have 
never been able to get or keep enough gold or sil- 
ver to be the chief currency, and have always re- 
lied and must hereafter rely mostly on paper mon- 
ey as the agent of industrial development. The 

ractical money question in the United States is, 
herefore, not whether our currency shall be coin 
or paper, but who shall issue the paper money, and 
how shall ite value be determined’ And on tue 
settlement of this quescion depends the solution of 
the chief political and social problems which now 
agitate the American people. 

What is the cause, and what the care. of the in- 
tolerable paralysis of business, destruction of va!- 
ues, and the degradation of labar, waich now op- 
press and alarm our people! 

The cause, fellow-citizens, I still insist, is the 
impracticable attempt to force specie payments. 
It was perfectly apparent from the outset, to every 
well-iniormed and reasoning mao, that the scheme 
involved this distress, as inevitably as the ampu- 
tation of a leg involves a serious shock to the nerv- 
ous system. We have too little coin, ani too little 
power to kee it. to make permanent resumption 
possible, without an enormous contraction of our 
paper currency. We have experienced a contrac: 
uon of about seventy millions of dollars by cancel- 
ination, and much more than that by hoarding 
through fears of capitalists as to the effect of the 
Resumption law; and this contraction has resalted 
m an enorgaous fall of prices, ruin of deotors and 
taxpayers, profitiess business, bankruptcy, pauper 
wnges, want of employment, starvation, ragved 
ness, beggary, and crime.

nation on earth ever maintained a 


specie paying countries, have 
coin than redeemable paper. Before the War. 
when we hada paper currency spasmodically re- 
fleemable, we never had a volume of paper equal 
to the amount of cvin in the United States. How 
can we now expect to maintain resumption with 
less than $300, 000,000 of coin in the country, and 
near $650, 000. 000 of paper. loaded down as we 
are with enormous foreign debts and expenditures 
which in any year may drain away every doliar of 
our coin? It can't be done. The only possible 
Way to maintain specie payment is by extinguish- 
ment of our anaua! foreign tribute, ana 
sweeping reduction of our paper currency, entail- 
ing far greater business calamities than we have 
yet endured. 

The advocates of resumption rest thelr hopes on 
three fallacious assumptions, 

First, they say the opie of this country will 
not call for gold. Recollect that resumption means 
that every bank depositor or Government creditor 
shall have his free choice of gold Or silver for his 
debt. There are about $350,000, 000 
teaders, and $300,000,000 of bank 


its, every bolder of which must be given gold if be 
demand it, before resumption can be regarded as 
established. Were the National Banks—-the righ! 
power of the Treasury Department—to refuse to 
pav gold to either note-holders or depositors, the 
refuea!l would be interpreted to mean weakness at 
the Treasury. Confidence would de shaken, The 
Secretary relies on contidence as a substitute for 
two-thirds of the coin needed. When that is 
shaken resumption dies. To maintain this confi- 
dence all National Banks must pay gold as freely 
us paper or silver if demanded.

vighteen months is maxing the maintenance of re- 
sumption certain. But u brings us no gold—for the 
reason that we pay a tribute each year to Europe of 
not less than $200,000,000 for interest on Amer- 
ican bonds and investments, expenses of foreign 
‘residence and travel, and cost of tereign shipping. 
That tribute far exceeds any balance of merchan- 
due trade which it is — for us to keep up. 
It has carried off more than the whole cotmed prod - 
uctof our mines since 1861—leaving us poorer in 
the precious metals now than then. This valance 
of merchandise trade has caecked for the time de- 
ing the export of gold, but brought us nome. If it 
exceed our foreign tribute the balance is paid in 
bonds, not in gold. 

This large batance of trade is not healthy or 
lasting. It ie a spasmodic symptom of the proe- 
tration of our industrial system. The aggregate 
of our foreign trade. exports and imports combin- 
ed, has fallen off largely since the Resumption law 
passed. The lossis in imports, because we are 
too poor to buy. . Exports have increased, because 
home consumption has diminished, and our ware- 
houses must empty on foreign markets at any price 
their glut of unsslable wares at home. A failing 
inerchant who is forced to sell out below cost, 
while his family is ragged and hungry, migh 
weil brag of his large business as we of 
creased exports. While thie has been going on 
our foreign tribute is being paid in foreign goods 
at half-price, instead of partly in gold, as hereto- 
fore. Hence the export demand for gold has fallen 
off, and its premium consequently 1s reduced to 
almost nothing. 

Now, just as jong as we are kept too poor to con- 
sume the usual quantity of our own and forcign 
products. and so lope as raw material and raw 
products are kept at or below the cost of produc- 
tion, and labor is kept at starvation wages, we can 
undersell the world, pay our foreign tribute wholly 
in products, keep our gold, and enjoy the blessin 
of specie payment,—provided our own people 
won't ask for gold. 

The tremenJons sacrifices which have nearly 
brought ecualization. have not aàt all insured the 
maintenance of resumption. Approtimate equali- 
zation has been forced by contraction and hoarding 
and consequent breaking down of prices below the 
gold level. Meantime the Government hoards 
gold, gathered from our mines and the vanks, and 
don't pay out a dollar except for interest on bonds. 
But the day approaches when the Treasury, in- 
stead of being the receiving reservoir, is to become 
ine distributing reservoir, for all the banks, and all 
who want to ship, or board, or use. or speculate in 
gold. Success depends not only on attaining 
equalization before the outpour begins, but also on 
being able to supply all comers, at home or abroad, 
with all the gold they want forngreenvacks. 

If the Secretary should hoard all greenbacks re- 
deemed, he will atill further crush and destroy the 
business of the country, for the gold paid out will 
not move the currents of trade as greenbacks do, 
but will largely settle in hoards, or reserves, or go 
avroad. And the country will rise in arms against 
such protracted pressure, and smash the machine. 
But if he should (as I believe he will not) pay out 
Kreenbicks as fast as redeemed, then the increase 
of currency, thbagh it will not be large, will be 
enough to lift the screw-presesure from business, 
and it will revive, wages will increase, consump- 
tion of home and foreign products return towards a 
normal condition, and forthwith our boasted bal- 
ance of trade will disappear, and our annual tribute 
wo Europe will again be paid in rt by an annual 
shipment of from fifty to sixty millious of gold as 
for twelve years vefore the Resumption law passed. 
Then the mad attempt to resume specie-payments 
without a quarter of an adequate supply of coin, 
and under conditions of foreign debt and expendi- 
ture which made success impossibie, will collapse. 
The country will then shake off the rule of the 
usurers and tueoriste who have navigated it over 
Niagara; and the attempt will take ite merited 
runk in history as a gigantic robbery of the people, 
and a High crime against Civilization. 

Our people are in debt at least twelve billions of 
dollars for Government, individaal, and corporate 
obligations. Toese debts represent an annual in- 
terest charge of eight or nine hundred millions a 
year. Our Government taxes, National, State. and 
municipal, are about seven hundred and fifty mill 
ions annually. Excluding tue taxes for interest on 
bonds, the two sums together represent an annual 
charge of near fifteen handred millions a year. 
This sum is about twice the amount of the annual 
increase of wealth in the United States, after de- 
ducting living expeuses, and is equivalent to inter- 
est at 6 per cent on a sum greater than the present 
selling value of all the property, real personal, 
in the United States. | 

It is this condition of unparalleled tndebtment 
and taxation which makes the question of the vol- 
ume of money we are to have so transcendentiy 
important. he volume of money determines 
values. The scale of present expenditures 
having been fixed, and the public and private 
inde ness contracted on a basis of 


values more than twice as high as those o 


to-day, a restoration of values is demanded by 
every consideration of — and statesmansbip. 
But there can be no restoration of vaiues without 
the utter abandonment of resumotion, and a resto- 
ration of the currency to its per capita volume when 
the Resumption law was enacted. To restore the 
paper currency tothe per capita volame at which 
it stood in January, 1875, would require a new issue 
of greenbacks to the amount of about $130, 000, 000. 
and ex ed tn purchas- 
ing for cancellation about $130,000,000 of our 6 
per cent bonds. That restoration of carreney will 
not do full justice to debtors and taxpavers, for 
the immense ¢ontraction of interest-bearing money 
in 1866-'7 operated for years to steadily break 
down values; bat it will restore prices to where 
they were when the scheme of resumption was in- 
augurated. And without such restoration I be- 
lheve this crisis will end in a general ram of the in- 
dustrial clasees, and in wide-spread repudiation 
of public debts.

| NINTH CONGRESSIONAL DISTRICT. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 
- Gatesspura, III., Aug. 7.—The Republican 
Convention for the Ninth Dis- 
trict was held at the Opera House in this city 
to-day. A large number of leading Republicans 
were in attendance, and the interest manifested 
was unusual. The morning trains brought the 
delegates from the Counties of Peoria, Fulton, 
and Stark, which, with Kbox, constitute the 
Ninth District. 
At 11 o’clock Z. Beatty, Chairman of the Con- 
Committee, called the Convention to 
order by reading the call, and the political ‘fight 
which .has attracted so much attention 
jn this section of the State was 
soon to be terminated. Politicians who 
had spent many sieepless nights were 
about to have their plans realized or defeated.

Pirtssure, Aug. 4.—War among Pittsburg 
politicians is raging all along the line, and the 
campaign, as it progresses, threatens to be the 
hottest for several years. First in importance 
is Russell Errett’s fight in the Twenty-second 
Congressional District. Errett's career in Con- 
gress has not been characterized by either 
briiiancy or usefulness to bis constituents. He 
was as dum?! as an oyster during the contest on 
the tariff, in which every man, woman, and 
child in this county took a personal interest. 
Ohio-River improvement is another matter of 
vital interest to Pittsburg, but, during the 
entire period of the agitation of 
this question in Congress, Mr. Errett 
opened not his mouth, or, if he did say any- 
thing in favor of improvement, his utterances 
were so low and feeble as not to reach the ears 
of our people. 

At the Republican Convention, held in June, 
which Errett aud bis followers refused to rec- 
ognize, Dr. McCandless, a thorough Repub 
lican, a public-spirited man, of fine talent and 
untiring energy in politics and business, re 
ceived the nomination. Errett’s Convention 
will be held next month, and, as none but his 
delegates will attend it, he will presumably 
be thrust before the people for re-election, 
so there will be two Republican Richmonds in 
the field. Efforts have been made, and strong 
inducements held out, to induce McCandless to 
withdraw, but so far without success. He hasa 
large following, comprising not only the 
‘*Young America“ portion of the party, but 
also manv of the veterans, including such men 
as ex-Congressman Heglev. Maj. A. M. Brown, 
aud others of equal prominence. What the up- 
shot of the fight will be, no one can anticipate; 
but it is tolerably safe to say that McCandless 
will stick, in which event the defeat of both 
candidates may be considered a foregone con- 
clusion. This is an unfortuuvate predicament 
for „the State of Allegheny to have fallen 
into, but the blame rests entirely with Errett 
and his mavagers,—DVr. McCandless having 
borne himself fairly and manfully throughout. 

The National party is the black horse of 
the political situation, and is causing a great 
deal of uneasiness to the veteran managers of 
the old parties. No one can satisfactorily esti- 
mate the strength of the new organization. 
Thev claim to be strong enough to elect their 
entire ticket this fall; but this is certainly an 
exaggeration. Iheir candidate for Congress in 
this (the Twenty-second) district, David Kirk, is 
a Republican renegade. He bored the Repub 
licans almost to death for several years by his 
importunities for office. He is an extensive oil- 
operator, possesses considerable wealth, 
is a man of good business-ability, but 
is almost ‘as illiterate as the late 
Gen. Joe Lane. The National county 
ticket comprises a few good men, but 
the most of their nominees are second or third- 
rate people, whom the ery of Reform“ has 
brought to the surface to play their little part 
upon the stage of local politics. 

The Nationals are very active just now, hold- 
ing frequent meetings, which are rather mea- 
gerly attended. Kearney, the California agita- 
tor, will be here iu a lew weeks, and will prob- 
ably remain for some time. The Nationais 
claim to be enemies of Communism, but swear 
by Kearney all the same. They are making 
great preparations to receive him. He will 
make several speeches in this city, and spend a 
short time among the coabminers in this and 
adjoining counties. His mischievous doctrines 
—oniy a slight modification of the highway- 
man’s plea—will scarcely take well with people, 
who are noted for intelligemce and conserva- 
tism; and it is the general opinion that the 
“*black-horse’’ party, in covtracting to bring 
him bere, made a bad bargain, of which they 
will be heartily sick long belore the campaign 
is over. 

The Democrats are waiting to see which way 
the cat jumps. Thev profess to see in the un- 
happy divisions of the Republicans an oppor- 
tunity to stealin. Should the FErrett-McCand- 
leas fight continue, they may get away with the 
cheese. James Knox Polk Ban is their can- 
didate for Congress.

GREAT BRITAIN. 
AMERICAN BONDS. 

Lonpon, Aug. 7..-Tne Iimes says: The 
prices of United States bonds continue weaker, 
owing to a noticeable diminution of American 
purchases. Theseseem to fluctuate more or 
less with the shipments of grain. When the 
shipments were large, buying was; when they 
decreased, so did the demand for bonds. Prob- 
ably, therefore, with the renewed activity re- 
cently observed in the American wheat trade, 
the prices of bonds will again harden. It will 
be extremely interesting to see whether the 
currency demands of the American Government 
under the resumption scheme will not now lead 
to the withdrawal of gold instead of bonds, for 
should gold go in asiy quantity during the com- 
ing autumn, the Kuropean money markets

ASTRONOMICAL. ° 


How Prof. Draper Huried His Long Photo- 
telespectroscope at the EclipseeThe Co- 
ropa an Outlying Mass of Matter Keflect- 
ing Sunlight—Intexicating Effect of the 
Coronas Heat oa Edison's Tasimeter. 

Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

New York, Aug. 7.—Prof. Henry Draper, the 
eminent astronomer who observed the recent 
eclipse at Rawlins, Wy. Ter., reached home to- 
day. Prof. Draper’s party included his wife, 
Prof. Barber, Prof. Morton, and Mr. Edison. 
and was a private enterprise. In an interview 
with a Times reporter, Prof. Draper said: 
“The observations we proposed to make on 
this occasion were intended to ascertain defi- 
nitely whether the light of the corona was due 
to a special incandescent element, or whether 
it was due to reflected sunlight, or whether it 
was a mixture of both. In addition, 4 pro- 
posed to take a direct photograph of the corona 
itself, in order to see whether the details of its 
structure could be made out. I was not look- 
ing for oxygen in the sun’s corona, as has been 
said, for I have long known there was no oxy- 
gen in the corona.“ After explaining his 
instruments, including a five-inch telescope 
and large photo-teles pectroscope, the Professor 
continued: It was the general impression pre- 
vious te the eciipse that it was entirely impoas!- 
ble to obtain a photograph of the spectrum of 
the corona, and, in order to give the best possi- 
bie chance of getting such a photograph, I re- 
sorted to exccedingly senettive materials. 
known as the lightning collodion process, fur- 
nished me by Messrs. Anthony. This 
involved distilling a large part of the 
water used. becattse, in the locality 
where we were, the water contains either alkali 
or sulphur, both of which are deleterious. Im- 
mediately after the totality was over and on 
deveioping a photograph, I found the spectrum 
photographs were a continuous band, without 
the least trace ofa ring. I was not surprised, 
because, during the totality, I had the opportu- 
nity of studymg the corona through a tele- 
scope arranged in substantially the same 
way as the phototelespectroscope. These 
spectrum-photographs, therefore, show that the 
corona on this occasion did not consist of an 
ignited gas giving afew bright lives, but that 
its Hight was due either to reflection of sun- 
light by solid or liquid bodies. surrounding the 
sun like a ¢luad of meteors, or else that these 
meteoric bodies were raised to a white heat. 
The Observations made by Prof. Barker, who 
was next me in the observatory, were arranged 
with a view of determining this very point. 
If the coronal light contains the Frauenhofer 
lines, it is reflected sunlight. II it is a contin- 
ued spectrum without those lives, it may be 
due to solid or liquid substances raised to a 
white heat. It turned out on making the ob- 
servations with au analyzive spectroscope that 
the coronal light did contain the Franenhofer 
lines, and was therefore reflected sunlight. I 
think on this occasion there can be 
no doubt we, have observed the true 
nature of the corona, and that its light is almost 
altogether sunlight reflected from bodies of a 
size too small to be seen as individuals at a dis- 
tance such as that of the earth from the gun, 
namely, 90,000, OOO miles. The ligbt of thecorona, 
according to this view, on former occasions, has 
been coutammated or mixed with light derived 
from ignited gaseous bodies ejected from the gun. 
The plain photograph of the sun taken with my 
large equatorial on this occasion shows that the 
corona is not arranged centrally with regard to 
the sun. The great mass ofthe matter lies inthe 
plane of the egliptic, but not equally distrib- 
uted, for on this occasion it extended about ade- 
gree aud a half from the sun toward 
the west, while it was 
degree in length toward the 
mass of meteors, H such be the construction of 
the corona, is therefore probably arranged in an 
elliptical form around the sun. The vhotogranh 
also shows the curious plume-like forms of ‘the 
coronal matter toward the poles of the sun. 
The observations taken by Prof. Morton with 
the polariscope sustain this view of the nature 
of the corona, viz.: that it is reflected 
sunlicht, because he observed radial vo- 
larization. He also observed with a hand 
spectroscope the Frauenhofer lines of the coro- 
nal ligbt. Mr. Edison directed his attention to 
ascertaining, by the aid of his newly-invented 
tasimeter, whether the corona gave forth indi- 
cations of heat. The tasimster can be arranged 
so as to be exceedingly sensitive to heat-radia- 
tions, so that the hand, at a distance of three or 
four teet, will caase a strong deflection. On this 
occasion he adjusted the instrument so as to 
be very sensitive, because we could not predict 
what amount of heat the corona might give 
forth. It turned out eventually that a mach 
less sensitive instrument would have sufficed, 
because the moment the tasimeter was moved 
irom the image ot the dark moon or the image 
of the corona the index beam of light went 
instantly and entirely off the scale.“

SPRINGFIELD, III., Aug. 7.—4ien. Sewell and 
the other revenue officials who have been in- 
vestigating the Pekin whisky frauds, with the 
assistance of Westerman and his attorney, ar- 
rived here from Lincoln this afternoon. They 
brought with them a large bundle of document- 
ary evidence, which will be laid before District- 
Attorney Connolly to-morrow. He is now at 
his home in Charleston, but has been tele- 
graphed for, and will arrive in the morning. 
The officials still preserve the reticent mauner 
which characterized them durmg the progress 
of the investigation, and it is absolutely 
impossible to obtain any details relative to 
the developments. That Peoria needs a 
through overhauling has long been the opinion 
of the whisky-making fraternity of Chicago, 
and the complaints made against that town in 
the meeting held in your city yesterday your 
correspondent bas every reason to believe are 
well founded. He is strengthened in his opin- 
ion by 

AN INTERVIEW 

which he had to-day with a prominent politician 
of Peoria, a gentieman who is in a position to 
know whereof he speaks. He told your corre- 
spondent that not only do tde dis- 
tillers of Peoria receive a “liberal gauge,” 
such as that enjoyed by their Cincinnati 
brethren, but, in addition thereto, they 
are enabied, through the connivance of Gaugers 
and Storekeepers, to fill up the not quite filled 
barrels in the bonded warehouses. This latter 
operation, he says, is invariably done at night- 
time, when there is no Government ofticers on 
watch but the night Storekeepers, to whom 
are given keys to the bonded warehouses, to be 
used only in case of fire or other accident. 

ANOTHER PECULIARITY 
of the whisky business is that many of the 
Gaugers and Storekeepers are in the habit of 
purchasing stock, hogs, and cattle, and having 
them fed at the distilleries. For the slop 
thus féd these officials pay nothing. They re- 
ciprocate the ſavor by winking at or abetting in 
the little irregularities of the distillers, by 
which the latter are enabled to run in their 
goods to Cincinnati and other Eastern markets 
at from 2 to 3 cents less than they can be pro- 
duced bv rivals, to whom such advantages are 
pot given, and make a profit on the transaction. 
„But,“ suggested your correspondent, ‘* the 
Peoria men 
SAY THAT THEY DO NOT ENJOY ANY LIBERAL 
| GAUGE, 
and, when closely questioned as to how they 
can undersell Chicago, reply that it is better in 
a dull market to stand a small loss than incur a 
much larger one by the leakage and evapora- 
tion consequent upon storing their goods.” 
„That is all nonsense,’ answered the Peoria 
politician. “ They know better than that, and 
the real reasons are those that I have related to 
you.” 

„% Hasu't Trumbull, the Revenue Agent,

In the afternoon the 
Gauger in charge, Henry Miller, went away and 
forgot to close and lock the faucets on the tubs.

The next morning the accident was discovered, 
but no report of it was made to the Collector.

He in- 
vestigated, ascertained the facts already re- 
lated, and, in addition, learned from the care- 
less Gauger that the latter, on leaving the dis- 
tillery, had gone over to au adjoining whisky- 
mill on a business errand,” and that, groan- 
ing under the weight of importance, he had 
neglected to properly lock up. There were 
OVER 1,200 GALLONS OF WINE WASTED. 
Trumbull reported the facts to Washington, 
and Spurck & Francis are now trying to avoid 
the payment of the tax on the same. The Peo- 
ria geutleman, in relating this incident, added 
that Gauger Miller was in a hurry to superin- 
tend the loading of some car-loads of hogs, 
which he had been fattening at one of the dis- 
tilleries, and it was owing to this little outside 
business that he neglected to perform the du- 
ties of his oflice.

A reporter read this letter to City-Engineer 
Chesbrough, and asked what he had to say 
about it. His reply was: 

It isa question vet to be decided which way 

the water shall be pumped, the thing which 
creates a current being a propeller-wheel, and 
it can send water from the lake to the river or 
vice versa. I do not think any serious injury 
will resuit to the lake water, asthe quantity 
pumped would be very small comparatively. 
When the water at the crib was affected, an im- 
mense quantity flowed out of the river,—fifty 
times more than cculd be pumped through the 
conduit. What wasrun through the conduit 
say to-day would be twenty miles off in the 
lake by to-morrow. There would be tamés when 
it would be best to pump from tbe river into 
*he iake,—when there is a light current in the 
North Branch, for instance. By draining off the 
Water in it then we would get water from the 
lake through the river. If tbe pumping trom 
the lake were continual, the capacity off the 
South Branch would be required to take of the 
Water rushing down the Nurth Branch, and the 
main river would remain at a standstill. By 
pumping from the river into the lake there 
would be two outlets for the water, and it 
would not have time to purify. As soon as the 
Works were started the water would begin 
getting purer, notwithstanding the addition of 


5 sewerage. Here is what said 
in my report of 1870, referring to tne 
conduit: “It could be made to 


discharge through into the lake or the river as 
circumstances might require; and the ma- 
chivery is adapted to thai. During the wet 
season in spring and fall nothing is needed be- 
side the natural flow to cleanse the river. An 
artificiai current from the river to the lake 
would be needed whenever the current in the 
river was slight, and in an opposite direction 
When the quantity discharged irom the North 

was too great to be overcome by the 
amount the canal could discharge into the lake, 
- ad vet not strong enough to cieanse the

itis very evident that the city authorities 
have no fears of the contamination of the lake 
Water. Whether their views are correct will 
nut be known until after the conduit has deen 
Working for some time. 

SEVERAL LAKE MARINERS 

were interviewed on the sugject. One who is 
Well posted stated that the natural current of 
the lake was down (south) the west shore and 
around the foot of the lake, and thence up 
(north) the east shore. Strong surface cur- 
reuts in opposite directions were caused by con- 
trary winds. In the spring, when southerly 
Winds prevailed, strong currents set up the 
west shore, and. had the conduit been in opera- 
tion at that time pumping water from the lake 
into the North Branch, it is likely that, with the 
fall of water in the main river, caused by the 
Winds, the poisonous sediment would have float- 
ed toward the crib and found its way into the 


tunnels. On the other hand, the water 
could be forced irom the North 
Brauch into the lake, or vice versa, 


as required by the conditions of the lake winds 
currents. One or two otber persons were of 
the opinion that the winds on the lake caused 
currents, and cited the heavy gales that 
sumetimes blow and cause rapid rises and falls 
Of water in the river. 
This question has become a serious one, and 
other opinions in regard to it will be sought aud 
given to the public.

Sturges’ Case Again—New Suits, Judgments 
Bankruptcies, Ete. 

A new and unexpected move was made yes- 
terday in the last injunction case of W. N. 
Sturges vs. The Board of Trade. It will be

LOOKOUT MOUNTAIN. 


The Tribane’s Old War Correspondent, 
“Bod,” Begs to Differ with Gen. Grant 
When the Latter States There Was N 
Action Worthy to Be Called a Battle on 
Lookout Mountain.” 

7o tha Editor af The Tribvune. 

Cnc, Aug. 7.—I have all along been un- 
der the impression that I witnessed at Lookout 
Mountain a smart little engagement which bas 
passed into history as the battle of Lookout 
Mountain. Ex-President Grant bas, according 
to a recent interview, declared. There was uo 
such battle, and no action worthy to be called a 
battle, on Leokout Mountain”; and I notice 
that a Florida Colonel says ne quite agrees with 
Gen. Grant. Of course it will be deemed pre- 
sumptuous for a non-military man to oppose 
his statement to that of men of such renown, 
but I cannot resist the temptation to tell what 
I know of that little affair. I believe I was the 
only civilian with Gen. Hooker on that occasion, 
—certainiy the only war correspondent. 

On the day preceding the “battle” I was 
with Gen. Palmer’s command in Hogjaw Val- 
ley, opposite Bridgeport. Gen. Palmer wished 
to send some message to Chattanooga, aud 1 
volunteered to carry it. I started early, was 
ferried over the river iu a skiff by a native, my 
borse swimming behind, aud took my way to 
Wauhatchie, where there had been a brisk little 
engagement the vight before, and where the 
ground was still covered with the horses slain 
on that occasion. From Wauhatchie I passed 
into Lockout Valley and rode rapidly toward 
Chattanooga. The Rebels still occupied the top 
of Lookout, as I well remember, having been 
the recipient of their attentions in the sbape of 
shots from a battery stationed there. The Ten- 
nessee River makes a bend at the point of Look- 
out, and some distance below, out of reach of 
Rebel cannon, the Federal troops had construct- 
ed a poptoon-bridge. It was at the river dank. 
just atthe end of this bridge, that I found 
Gen. Grant, Gen. Howard, Gen. Hooker, and 
other military celebrities in close consultation. 
delivered my message. and shortly after Gen. 
Grant and his accompanying Generals crossed 
the river. I made myself known to Gen. 
Hooker, and accepted his invitation to partake 
of his hospitality — the night, all the more 
readily because it wu supplemeuted by the in- 
formation that he bada quantity of ice and 
apple-jack combipvatious not then to be found 
w all parts of the Confederacy. Gen. Hooker 
was a good soldier, but be did not at that time 
afiempt to conceal his fonduess for beverages 
that always cheer and sometimes inebriate. I 
recollect subsequently (it does not concern this 
narrative, but I give it lest I should forget it 
when | get further on) that. during 
ope of the numerous fights which to- 
lowed the battle of Lookout Mountain.

to follow. The piatform is sensible and judicious, 
in that it takes decided groand in favor of ** hon- 
ext money for the people, redeemable in coin,” 
and which has been so nearly accomplished by the 
preparations for a near approach to resumption. 
The radical and destructive theories advanced by 
the intlationists—-who are numerous enough in 
Maine to arouse vigurous Opposition, if not to ex- 
cite alarm—are met boldly and courageously, and 
no map at all versed in the use of language can fail 
to understand what the financial plank means, It 
means uncompromising bostility to the doctrine 
advanced by the Nationals, aud a large element in 
the Democratic party, that an unlimited issue of 
greenbacks, as absolute paper money. is the 
way to restore the general prosperity, and bring 
relief to the working classes. It means that the 
bonds issued on the faith and credit of the nation 
shall be paid in coin, aad not in depreciated notes. 
Whatever may be the volume of greenbacks, let 
them be as good as colin and redeemabie in it.” 
In the near future, stability will take the place of 
uncertainty, values will become settied, aud pros- 
perity will return ag à necessary result of the re 
establishment of business upon a safe and 
sure foundation.

But the tact to which | wish to call his atten- 
tion is, that. having previously, and upou several 
different occasions, written upon this subject iu 
detail,—so far as relates to the treatment of 
consum ption,—«iving a variety of prevaratious 
in common use Dy the pruiession for this pur- 
pose, it Was obviously unnecessary in my last to 
do more than to refer to the treatment iu a gen- 
eral way as histological. 

How Dr. Hunter expects me to make capi 
tal“ out of the fact of advising the use of these 
articles by the aillicted is not clear, although. it 
is perfectly plain that be has ior a long time 
been Going so by foliowing an opposite course. 
It would be very strange if the publie did not 
see that this attack upon me was made simply 
lor the purpose of diverting public atteu- 
tion from himself, and obscurme the 
real question at issue.

by that paper. In the first place the remone- 
tizing of the old dollar has not been followed 
by the wholesale exportation of gold, and the 
country has not been left with no other cur- 
rency than a silver coinage more depreciated 
than the paper, The people of the West- 
ern States have not availed themselves of 
the opportunity to procure cheap dollars and 
force them on their long-suffering and 
patiently-enduring creditors. Nor have the 
outraged and indignant people of Europe 
sent home the United States bonds, that 
they might forever clear themselves of any 
dealing with the American nation of repu- 
diators. The only bonds sent home have 
been those gent after by the Secretary of the 
Treasury for the purpose of redemption in 
gold. Nor has the national credit so suf- 
fered by making all public and private debts * 
payable in silver that not another bond can 
be sold, and not another dollar can be loaned 
to the West, nora dollar’s worth of goods 
sold on credit. The competition to purchase

Irndenta has already carried her demonstra- 
tions toa point that provoked an official 
warning from Austria, and Italian agents in 
Herzegovina have recently been complained 
of for urging the people to resistance.

Now if the editor of the Va 
tion or the editor of the Times, or both, can 
manage to buy up these 88-cent dollars as 
fast as they are minted, and bring them out 
West, they can dispose of them for 90, 93, 
or 95 cents in gold,—and the profit 
on two or three millions per month 
will be enormous. — much greater than that of 
publishing newspapers. In fact, it is possi- 
ble they can sell the dollar of the fathers ” 
for 98 or 99 cents in gold, and a profit of 
10 per cent on three millions of dollars per 
month would be a handsome operation. 
Why do they not engage in the business? 
Literally, ‘* there’s millions in it.” As these 
editors seem to have a monopoly of the in- 
formation that these dollars are worth but 
88 cents, and know, of course, whiere the 
dollars can be got at that price, their chance 
to make a strike of magnificent dimensions 
is such as does not often fall to the lot of 
any man.

The speech we print is, of course, mainly 
devoted to the currency, and is about equal- 
ly divided between false premises and false 
conclusions. We cannot well examine all 
of them without being as digressive and pro- 
lix as Mr. Ewrne himself. He lays particular 
stress upon the assertion that the practical 
money question is, Who shall issue the 
paper money, and how shall its volume be 
determined?” In the course of the speech 
he declares himself in favor of a constitu- 
tional regulation of a Government issue of 
paper currency which shall be irredeemable 
and gauged according to population; but 
this statement is rather incidental and is not 
insisted upon, while he digresses into the 
various phases of the currency discus 
sion. He demands, first, the repeal of 
the Resumption act on the, ground 
that it is the immediate cause of 
the general commercial depression, which 
he, as usual, exaggerates into an appalling 
picture of universal starvation, more horri- 
ble than any of the illustrations in the pict- 
ure-papers of the famine in India. Then 
the Resumption act must be retroactive in 
its character, because the general smash-up 
which prepared the way for a long era of de- 
pression occurred in 1873, while the Re- 
sumption act was not passed till 1875, and 
had no influence upon the country till two 
years after the panic. But Mr. Tom Ewine 
is ene of those political philosophers who do 
not permit small matters like dates or facts 
to interfere with his argument. This cir- 
cumstance takes the danger out of his 
charge that Secretary Suzrman intends to 
hoard greenbacks after redemption, in spite 
of the law forbidding their further retirement. 
Relative to the practicability of resump- 
tion under the law, Mr. Eumd believes that 
there will be an immediate rush for $346,- 
000,000 of gold in exchange for greenbacks, 
$320,000,000 in exchange for National-Bank 
notes, and $2,000,000,000 in exchange for 
bank deposits,—making about $2, 700, 000, 000 
of gold necessary to the accomplishment of 
resumption.

Mr. Hewrrt’s Congressional Committee, 
engaged in investigating the condition of 
labor in this country and listening to the 
remedies suggested by the leaders of the 
workingmen for the present depression, has 
taken a rest for a couple of weeks. We 
think the gentlemen composing the Com- 
mittee are fully entitled to the respite. If 
they can digest in a fortnight of this hot 
weather even a small proportion of the 
schemes that have been submitted to them 
as soveréign remedies for the present 
troubles, they will earn the profound grati- 
tude of the country. A New York news- 
paper which has followed the daily sessions 
of the Committee recapitulates the suggested

Sultan Appt. Aziz. Last year the honor was 
conferred on ex-President GRANT.

New York, Aug. 7.—A Time special from 
Oneida eays: The rumors of serious dissen- 
sions inthe Oneida Community and the withb- 
drawal of several prominent members from the 
organization are not without sufficient funda- 
tion in fact, although it appears, upon inquiry, 
that the withdrawals themselves are by no 
means the most important developments in 
the cases. It is stated on good authority that 
Abiel Kingsley, one of the original founders of 
the Community, withdrew some time ago, the 
Community paying him $10,000 in cash as bis 


share. His wife and family remain 
with the Community, and de is 
now acting for them in the 


capacity of business agent and commercial trav- 
eler. Arthur Blum, also prominent in the or- 
ganization, is another seceder, Mr. Easton, an 
old member, has left the Community and gone 
to New York City, where be has started an es- 
tablishment for Turkish baths. A young man 
pamed Hawley has also dissolved his relations, 
taking with him one of the women of the 
Community, whom he has since married. Al- 
though these parties had no means of legally 
receiving from the Society, either for services 
rendered or for property turned into the com- 
mon treasury on uniting with it, each of the 
seceders has been paid a reasonable amount,— 
from $100 to $1,000, and more in one special 
case,—as capital to start with in the outer world. 
The policy of doing this is apparent, when it is 
considered that the various religious denomina- 
tions in the vicinity are using every means to 
obtain sufficient evidence to bring the leaders 
of the Community within the purivew of 
a Grand Jury. I have had interviews 
with John Humphrey Noyes, founder 
of the Community; W. A. Hinds, editor of the 
American Socialist ; J. B. Mayo, M. D., son of 
the founder; Sewell Newhouse, and other 
prominent leaders. The younger Noyes dis- 
cussed the subject very forcibly. It appears

lawsuits, the printing business, formerly carried 
on there, dwindled almost to nothing, and the 
trade interests ot the Comm inlty there, former!

Ihe hard times are part- 
ly responsible, but public sentiment has also 
been ove of the principal agencies in bringing it 
about.

ATTEMPTED LYNCHING.’

NaSuvicas, Teun., Aug. 7.—A 6-year-old 
danghter of Daniel Crisman,a prominent citi- 
zen of Williamson County, Was last Friday re- 
turning bome by « road leading through a 
thicket, when Calvin Beatty, a big, heavy-set 
mulatto, aged 18 years, seized her, dragged her 
into the bushes, and outraged her person in a 
most horrible manner. lie Was arrested Satar- 
day, and was fully identified by the girl, as well 
as by a dog that was with bim, and by persbns 
who bad seen him hanging about Crisman’s 
premises. He was taken to Franklin and 
jaiied. The Jailer had cause to be- 
heve he might be tynched, and, for 
several nights, kept the jail guarded. 
No attempt having beev made at lynching, his 
suspicions were lulled, aud the guard was dis- 
missed at 11 o’¢lock last night, the Sheriff 
promising to send two guards, however, in their 
place. An hour afterwards the tramp of 150 
horses was heard, aud then came a knock upon 
the door. 

„Who's there“ asked the Jailer. 

„A friend,” was softly responded. 

‘* What do you want!“ asked the Jailer. 

„We've come for Calvin Beatty, ‘and we in- 
tend to have him. We dou't want to frighten 
vou or harm you. We are aware of your post- 
tion, and respectit. Just quictiy give us the 
keys, and stay in your room.“ 

„% You can’t get any keys. I will die before 1 
will give them up,“ said the Jailer. 

Knock down the door,” said a voice in an 
undertone, and it was dove. Three men rushed 
into the hall through the breach, when the Jail- 
er aud wife met them, she exclaiming: 

„Oh, gentlemen, just consider what a terri- 
ble thing you are doing before going any fur- 
ther.“ 

Said they: Madam, we took the whole 
matter into consideration before leaving our 
homes. Our minds are made up now.“ 

They then passed into the jail, knocked off 
the lock to Beatty’s cell, told Beatty he was 
wanted, pushed him along out of the door, and 
took him away. This morving a halter with a 
noose was found, but not tied toatree) Un- 
derneath were many tracks of horses, but no 
signs of Beattv. A dispatch received at 10 p. 
m. announces that the mob attempted to bang 
Beatty, but that he ran, and was fired on and 
badly wounded, escaped, but is now in custody 
of the officers. Beatty asserts his innocence. 

SU YDAM,

New York, Aug. 7.—Abraham Suydam, a 
lawyer about 40 years of age, was arrested this 
morning at bis residence, No. 586 Seventh ave- 
nue, dy Detectives Dunn and Radford, of “he 
Central Office, on a requisition from the Goy- 
ernor of IIlinois, in which he stands charged 
with forgery and perjury alleged to have beeu 
committed in that State. Detective G. A. Hart- 
man, of the Chicago force, arrived here iu 
search of Suydam July , and immediately 
called on Supt. Wailing, and presented a letter 
from Chief-of-Police Seavey, asking Mr. Wal- 
ling to assist the officer io his pursuit 
of the alleged forger. Detective Hartman was 
referred to Ohief Detective Kealey, and Detect- 
ives Dunn and Radford were detailed to assist 
bim. Suydam was found to be living with his 
wile, an invalid, at No. 556 Seventh avenue, and 
steps were at once taken to secure his arrest. 
He was placed under surveillance while the req- 
uisition was taken to Albany for Gov. Kobin- 
son’s indorsement. When the papers had all 
been made out Suydam was arrested as he 
was leaving his house. He treated his arrest 
with the utmost nonchalance, and when taken 
to police headquarters declined to make 
any statement. While at the Central Office his 
wife called to see him, and was accorded a short 
interview. Suydam was soon alter delivered to 
Detective Hartman, who leit at noon for Chi- 
cago. Mrs. Suydam remains here. Mrs. Suy- 
dam was visited by a Times reporter at ber resi- 
dence. She was very much affected by the ar- 
rest of her husband. She said she Kuew noth- 
ing of the charges preferred against him, but 
was satisfied he was the victim of calumny and 
persecution. She had receiyed a message from 
him since his arrest, in which be said he would 
be able to explain evervthing alleged against 
him, aod that his detention Would not be long.

OVERISSUE OF BONDS, 

PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 7.—A special from Har- 
risburg says, in connection with the alleged 
overissue of Pennsylvania bonds: It appears

The Siuking- Fund Commission will not 
redeem the overissue unless authorized by the 
Legislature.

A Southwestern Passenger Agent will also be 
appointed, but who will fill this position has not 
vet transpired. 

Mr. James Wood, at present Assistant Gen 
eral Ticket and Passenger Agent of the Mich! 
gan Central, will be the Assistant General Ticket 
aud Passenger Agent of tue Chicago, DBurlingtou 
& Quincy. As there will be no General Ticket 
aud Passenger Agent appointed for the present, 
the duties of this position will devolve upou 
Mr. Wood. 

The position of Genera) Ticket and Passen- 
ger Agent had been offered to Mr. Henry C. 
Wentworth, of the Michigan Central Railroad, 
but this gentleman has declined the place, and 
will remain at the head of the General Ticket 
and Passenger Department of the Michigan 
Central. Mr. Wentworth will return from his 
Eastern trip about the end of this month, when 
Mr. Wood will leave, and start upon the per- 
tormance of the duties of his new position. 

The position of Assistant General Superin- 
tendent of the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy 
has been abolished, and the duties of this office 
will hereafter be performed by the Secretary of 
the Company, who will after this make his 
headquarters in this city. A Mr. Barber, of 
Boston, of whom very little is known, bas been 
appointed to the latter position, aud has already 
taken his place.

IOWA RAILROADS.

Des Moines, Ia., Aug. 6.—The long somno- 
lent project for a railroad trom Fort Madison to 
Van Buren County has recently been revived 
with prospects of success. The contract has 
been made to build seven and a hall miics be- 
fore Jau. 1, and to West Point beiore March 1 
next. From that point it will be completed to 
Birmaingham, Van Buren County, as tast as the 
subsidies are voted by the people. O. H. Cran- 
dall heads the Construction Companv,—a prac- 
tical railroad-builder,—backed by Peuusylvania 
capitalists. 

The articles of incorporation of the St. Louis 
& Council Bluffs Road have been recorded in 
in Pottawatomie County. The capital stock is 
$2,000,000; the length of road, 300 miles, and to 
be completed within 300 days after the tax-aid 
is voted. From Chillicothe to St. Louis the 
road is in operation. 

Articles of incorporation of the Des Moines & 
Kuoxville Road have been filled with the Secre- 
tarv of State. This is no more or less than the 
extension of the Onicago, Burlington & Quincy 
from Knoxville to this city,—a connection very 
much desired by the latter road, since its con- 
necting link, the Keokuk & Des Moines Road, 
will, Oct. 1, pass into the possession of the 
Chicago, Rock Island & Pacitic. If sleepy St. 
Louis bad half an eve single to its own ciorv, it 
would see that these two moves are directly 
antagonistic to ber interests; and, if she had 
the Fgit-up- anden of Chicago, she would 
checkmate by pusuing the Chillicothe Road, 
the Afton, and the Albia aud Moulton gap 
through at once.

dotes on her. The Marquis at first acts so 
weakly in the matter that his uncle, a blulf old 
soldier, suspects him of cowardice, and has 
thouvhts of challenging the interloper. But 
there is more manhood in the youth than his 
friends gave bim credit for, and the duel takes 
place between the prover parties. The 
Marquis finds proof positive of the amour— 
we are informed by the lady herself that 
it is not a .gultv one—of his wife; 
so, to avenge his wrong aud _ yet 
u void the scandal that would otherwise follow, 
he coutrives that he shall be the party chal- 
lenged. He kills his antagonist, and comes 
back to his wife, sound in body, but with a beart 
forever hardened to the soiter emotions. From 
the unsophisticated dreamy euthusiast he ts 
trans formed into a man of the world, and her 
punisumeut is that, while she knows herself to 
be scorned and abandoned, she must keep up 
the outward appearance of a loving, trusted, 
and trusting wife. As may be autkipated, a 
reconciliation 1s cventually brought about. All 
this may sound exceedingly trite in giving the 
bare outline, but the subject ts so skillfully 
handled as to afford scope for some fine dra- 


matic situations. The play is full of action, 
and from first to last @the interest 
of the spectator is kept on the 
alert. Inthe part of Marquis St. Mia, Siguor 


Majeroni approved himself an actor of com- 
manding ability. He has a finely exoressive 
face, which is responsive to every shade of feel- 
ing he seeks to portray, while his Italian im- 
etinets and training lend sufficient intensity to 
the characterization. The scene between the 
Marquis and his wife in the third act, when he 
‘informs her of the death of her lover, and then 
imposes upon her the conditions under which 
they shall hive for the future, was a powerful piece 
of passionate acting, and won for the actor a 
well-merited recognition from the audience. 
Signora Majeroni, who took the part of Diane, 
is a lady of prepossessing appearance, and she 
acted the part throughout with commendable 
taste. There was little in her representation of 
the character which would incline us to say 
more than that she is endowed with average 
talent, but at the same time we are bound to 
add that the part of Diane offers but meagre 
scope for strong histrionie effort. We would 
therefore reserve our opinion of her power until 
she apoears in Camille.”

The new prop Buffalo, built by Quayle 4 Son, 
of Cleveland, will be launched to-day. She dif- 
fers from the Delaware and Conestoga, built by 
the same firm, in that her engines are placed an 
tae main deck, and are supported by heavy tim- 
bers placed upright under them. This arrange-

SIGNING A WILL.

MILWAUKEE, Aug. 7.—In the will case of John 
Meurer, deceased, the Supreme Court, on ap- 
peal, decides that the verdict of a jury as to the 
attestation of a will is merely advisory, and 
though, in case of doubt, such a verdict is of 
great weight; and the Court if dissatisfied with 
it will usually order the same issues to be tried 
by a new jury, yet this is merely discretionary, 
and a judgment in opposition to the verdict will 
not be reversed for want of such orderif sus- 
tained by the weight of evidence. The evidence 
showed that in this case the aitorney was sent 
fortodrawup the will, received instructions 
from the testator, then repaired to an adjoining 
room where the will was drawn up; then the 
will was taken in to the testator and the per- 
sons summoned as witnesses were called into the 
room where it was read to him, and he was 
asked if he was satistied with it, and could sign 
it, and immediately took the pen and signed nis 
name tothe paper in their presence; he was 
sitting up in bed in a small bed-room, and after 
his signature the paper was taken and the wit- 
nesses weut with the person who drew it up to 
another room, through the open door of which 
the testator might have seen them subscribe 
their names as witnesses,—it was decided that 
this was a subscription in the testator’s vres- 
ence, aud a due signing aud publication of the 
will. It was also held that under these circum- 
stances a want of memorv by the attesting wit- 
nesses, On a contest of the will, as to what took 
place in their sight or beariog, is not sufficient 
to negative the conclusion that the will was 
properly attested.

Balk- 
om, who has been known to be engaged In more 
honorable business than slaving for the Victor 
Company, served the writ, or rather did not get 
service, and, according to the law, advertised the 
writ for fifteen days, provably upon the door of the 
court at Thornton, where Mrs. Christiansen might 
have seen it had she been out that way. But the 
Constable and the Victor people knew that she 
would not happen out there, and they were safe 
to go and take the machine and feel protected by 
the law. As the matter stands now, Mrs. Chris- 
tiansen bas no machine nor the §78 which she ad- 
vanced to pay for one. The Victor Company has 
bota. Nothing has yet been done to rectify the 
matter.

THE SOCIALISTS. 
REJOICING OVER GERMAN VICTORIPFS. 

The Socialists tarned out last evening te the 
number of about 1,500 people,—though the 
crowd, including spectators, may have reached 
2,000,—at the corner of Madison and Market 
streets, ostensibly to celebrate the recent electoral 
successes in Germany. Mr. T. J. Morgan called 
the meeting to order, and introduced John Mc- 
Auliffe as the firet eveaker of the evening. During 
the early part ot the latter's harangue, a split was 


made in the crowd. the German portion retiring to 
another stand, where they listened to speeches in 
their own tongue. . 
M’AULIFFES 
in the course of his denunciations of the capital- 
istic class for the burdens placed upon labor, dwelt 
particularly on the crowding out of the men from 
the various manufactories and other fields of in- 
dustry, and the employment of their children, at 
lower wages, to support those fathers and the 
families, and demanded that all this de changed; 
that the men be employed at fair, living wages, 
and the children allowed the privileges of educa- 
tion. He paid hie respects to the several 
political parties, warning his hearers particu- 
larly against the wiles of Sam Cary 
and the Greenback party, which 
organization, he said, contained even more trick- 
sters and scoundrels than the Republican or Dem- 
ocratic parties. In speaking of Socialistic agita- 
tion, he said the Sociaiists of Chicago had no idea 
of imitating Kearney, who had indorsed such an old 
scoundrel as Ben Butler. That portion of Me- 
Auliffe’s speech which was no doubt most keenly 
appreciated was his reply, in the shape ef a run- 
ping commentary, to the Rev. Dr. Goodwin's re- 
cent sermon on Communtsm. The reply con- 
tained several sharp aliusions to tae Beechers 
and Glendennings of the clergy, whose do- 
ings were rather unfavorably contrasted with the 
alleged incendiariem and false teachings of the 
Socialists. Dr. Goodwin, he said, nad also lately 
preached a sermon on Christ's second coming, but 
he would like to ask him if he thought the condi- 
tion of society at the present day was such as to 
warrant Christ in visiting the earth. He ridiculed 
Dr. Goodwin's faita in a standing army as a means 
for repressing Communistic outbreaks by the pithy 
reply. I should say be ought to have faith in 
Jesus. The speech was listened to with great at- 
tention, and the speaker received a plentiful 
amount of applause. After he had concluded, 
MR. GEORGE SCHILLING 

mounted the box and delivered a speech in En- 
giish, which was in most reepects very similar to 
that of Paul Grottkau, the first speaker at the 
other stand. The latter went for the Chicago 
apers, showed the necessity for a new morning 
English paver to advocate the rights of the labor- 
ing men, and then referred to the victories at the 
last election in Germany. None of the Encheh 
papers, he said, had noticed the fact that there 
were 800.1000 Socialistic vot}s gast at that election, 
or that the party had elvcted eight members 
of the Reichstag, although we could learn from 
an English paper whenever Bismarck's daughter 
appeared at a ball, and the kind of a costume she 
wore. In sixty-six precincts another election was 
to be had, and out of these the party would 
undoubtedly carry twenty. Grottkau was followed 
by Stroehle, in German, and Belohradsky, in 
Bohemian. A resolution was also adopted sending 
greeting from the Chicago Socialists, in mass 
meeting assembled. to their brethren in Germany. 
and it was ordered to be cabled to the editor of the 
ordert, at Leipsic. After this the meeting 
adjourned.

ABRAHAM SUV DAM. 
HE TURNS UP AGAIN, 

A dispatch received yesterday from New York 
announced that Abraham Suydam had peen arrest- 
ed on a requisition for perjury and forgery com- 
mitted in this city. Suydam is a fellow who came 
here about two years ago from Bay Ridge, Kings 
County, New York, where he was married. He 
left his wife in tne East, and came to Chicago for 
the purpose of bettering his fortunes. He stopped 
for awhile at the Sands House, but was ejected 
from there and went to the Atiantic Hotel, where 
he boarded for some time. Not paying his bill, he 
was turned Out and arrested as a vagrant on the 
complaint of the proprietors. During this perioa 
he had been living with a strumpet whom he 
passed off as his wife. After leaving the Atlantic, 
the pair moved on the west side of Clark s’reet, 
near Adams. The real wife heard, through a rel 
ative of hers, that Suydam was in the city with a 
person whom he calied his wife. He had been 
writing to her that he bad no money with which to 
bring her on here, but was hoping soon to make a 
raise. She came on, and swore out a warrant for 
bis arrest on the charge of living in a state of adui- 
tery, and had him taken into custody. The matter 
Was settled by his giving her some property, and 
she departed. This was in May or June of 1877. 

In March of that year, Suydam ran across an old 
man by the name of Daniel 8. Warren, who had 
come here from Beloit and had gone into the real- 
estate business. Suydan got the better of Warren. 
and sold him a piece of property situated in Ken- 
tacky for $5,000. Both Suydan and his alleged 
wife signed the deed, neitaer of them having any 
right or title inthe land. Along towards the close 
of the year Suydam left Chicago and went to De - 
troit, and thence to Canada. Warren had 
discovered the fraud which had been 
practiced upon tim, and set officers upon 
his track, who followed him, but unsuccessfully 
until yesterday. Some weeks ago he reached New 
York, and it being known at police headquarters 
that he was there, the Chief wrote to Superintend- 
ent Walling concerning the matter onthe 26th of 
July. Since Suydam has been in New York he has 
been speculating in West Virginia iands, pretend- 
img to sell to individuals tracts m McDowell Coun- 
ty,—iand to which presumably he had no more 
title than he had to tnat whieh he sold to Warren. 
The latter has been officing and sleeving in room 
27 of the Exchange Building, but, owing to a va- 
riety of causes, was cast forth night before last, 
and it was therefore impossible to find him vester- 
day in order to get à fuller statement of bis mis- 
fortunes.

The regular monthiy meeting of the Village 
Trustees was held Tuesday evening, with the full 
Board present. 

Petitions were presented and ordinances ordered 
for new sidewalks on the vast side of Chicago 
avenue, between Grove and Lake streets, and on 
the north side of Davis street from Forrest avenue 
west to the alley. 

The Superintendent of the Water-Works re- 
ported that 22,297,576 gallons of water had been 
pumped during July, ata total expense of $349. 

The Village Treasurer's report for June showed 
receipts of $1,436 and disbursements of $2,740 
during the month. Cash on hand July 1, $14, 869. 

The Finance Committee reported the Treasurer's 
reports for May and Juné correct; that they had 
borrowed $1, 000 from George Watson Smith and 
$500 from Mrs. Jane Watson, to be used for cur- 
rent expenses; also that they had bought a sewer- 
age bond of $500, and water bond No. 59 for 
$500. The latter cost 5 per cent premium. The 
Committee recommended that the Treasurer be 
authorized to collect the dividend due the village 
from the estate of Merril Ladd. and directed to 
tender the Assignee an offset against the village's 
claim for the town orders held by him. and to de- 
mand possession of the same. The report was ac- 
cepted, and the recommendation concurred in. 

After auditing the usual bills, the Board ad- 
journed to the first Tuesday in September.

THE SHOEMAKERS. 


Status ef Affairs—Statements of Employers 
and Employed. 

The Crispins have ordered the workmen be 
longing to the Union to take their kits ” out 
of the wholesale boot-manufacturing establish- 
ments, and they are generally complying with 
the command. Yesterday afternoon the men 
in the employ of C. H. Fargo & Co. removed 
their tools and went away. At Wells & Co.’s 
the bottomers were finishing up the jobs of 
work upon which they had been engaged at the 
time of the strike, but were takingin no new 
work, At Phelps, Dodge & Palmer’s the men 
were ordered to take away their kits by the pro- 
prietors or by the foreman. It is stated by the 
workmen that the Union has agreed to main- 
tain the men in a strike for three months, but 
some of the proprietors doubt their ability to 
do this. The proprietors say, also, that they 
are paving more than Eastern manufacturers 
by 50 cents a case, and are finding the men, 
while in the East the men have to flad them- 
selves. They say they cannot afford to pay any 
more than they are now paying, and the effect, 
they seem to think, wi be to drive 
business in this line away from Chi- 
cago. It is likewise, they say, taking just 
sv much work away from the employes, for 
they cannot fill back orders. The men are hav- 
ing all they can do pow, or were up to the time 
of the strike. In conversation with one of the 
leading manufacturers yesterday, he informed 
the writer that he thought, had the Amalgamat- 
ed Union sent around a different class ol men 
as arbitrators to treat with the employers, some 
definite arrangement might have been arrived 
at; but, as it was, those, who had the most to 
say in the Union were the ones delegated to 
treat with the manufacturers, and they were the 
poorest workmen aud most disagreeable, and 
consequently the proprietors would have noth- 
ing to do with them. 

THE FINISHERS 
are still at work, but they will have to suffer by 
the strike of the siders and bottomers, for they 
will have to lie idle one day for each day that 
the latter are not at work. The strike has 
already been in progress three days, and, as a 
consequence, the finishers will have to be idle 
three days, if the bottomers were to go to work 
to-day, The finishers are a separate ciass of 
workmen trom the bottomers, and their labor is 
mostiy performed by contract. What is true of 
the finishers is also true of the crimpers, the 
cutters, and ail the other branches of the trade. 
SOME OF THE STATEMENTS 

made, say the men, about wages and so on, 
while true as far as they wo, are yet but half the 
truth. Thus, it is true, as the maaufacturers 
say, that the workmen at Worcester and other 
Eastern places get 25 cente less per case than 
the Chicagoans, t, on the other hand, say 
the men, owing to the system of working 
there, the hands make more money than they 
do here. Besides that, Eastern work is in- 
ferior, thev claim, to that made in Chicago. 
The Chicago workmen, they assert, are ahead 
of those in any other place in the country. 
Here a man learns to make a boot. Down 
East a man learns to make only apart of one, 
—one boot being the work of many hands. 
While & is true, again, that a man may make 
$9 a week at the present rate of wages by 
working at the top of his speed six days a 
week, yet he may not, and often does 
not, get work for a whole week, 
and in that case, of course, his pay falls far be- 
low the 89. Again, there is a dull season of 
several months, and during the busy season, 
now, for instance, a shoemaker has to make 
enough to carry him over the period when there 
ts no work. Wages which barely enable him to 
live while he is working are not large enough 
to allow him to accumulate a fund to carry him 
over the year until work recommences in April. 

They admit the difficulty of convict labor, but 
urge that the matter could be cured if the 
manufactarers would all join in with them and 
seek the abolition of that system of labor. 
They complain that the manufacturers are only? 
too ready to avail themselves of convict labor 
where they can get it. As regards the Arbitra- 
tion Committee, to which exception is taken by 
the manufacturers, they say that they have two 
lodges, one consisting of the men who are em- 
ployed on sewed work, and the other of those 
on pegged work. One of these chooses 
eight and another seven men, who 
compose the Committee on Arbitration,—a 
Committee which settled the brief strike among 
the men working on sewed work which took 
piace last week, and wo bave on various oc 
casions been dealt with by the manufacturers. 
They believe this system of dealing with select 
men, rather than indiscriminately with men in 
each shop, to be a good one. As regards the 
success of the strike, they state that Lahy’s 
shop, on Fifth avenue, which employs about 
fifteen men, had come to terms yesterday, and 
that they expected others to follow. 


WHAT THE MEN SAY. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Cuicago, Aug. 7.—In your issue this morn- 
ing appears an article which, if allowed to go 
uncontradicted, would perhaps poison the 
mind of the public, and cause them to think 
that the demands of the Crispins of this city 
were unjust and arbitrary. The true facts of 
the case are these: It is well known that for 
the past few years in boot and shoe manufactur- 


ing reductions of wages have occurred at inter- 


vais of eyery six montus, until at the present 
time wages are not, in some cases, one-third, 
and in others not one-half, what they were. 
Our present troubles, however, date from last 
year. 

Last December the manufacturers cut down 
the prices of making work from $1 to $1.50, 
with the mutual understanding between em- 
ployers and workinen that these prices should 


.veronly for the winter season, and that as soon 
as the spring trade should open tne oid prices; | 


which were in themselves very low, would be 
restored. 

The Ist of Avril, the time set for the resump- 
tion of prices, came, and the bosses never re- 
ferred to it. May, June, and July passed, but 
not a word was said regarding it. Now, when 
the fall trade is upon us, the men who 
have been making from $4 to 89 per 
week, the latter being the highest, not- 
withstanding the report inthe morning papers 
that it was the average, a demand was made 
that the manufacturers should redeem their 
promise and pay last year’s prices, as there is 
no just reason why they cannot do so as well as 
last year. There is one thing which those who 
are not situated as we are will not understand, 
and that is the present situation of the shoe- 
makers of this aud other cities. » 

There is a scarcity of work, which can be ac- 
counted for by the manufacturers who “take 
such a pride in building up a purely Chicago 
trade employing the convict labor of a num- 
ber of surrounding States, while the mechanics 
who belong here are obliged to walk the streets 
as vags or join the grand army of tramps and 
scour the country seeking employment. It is 
well to bave it understood that a great 
proportion of the shoemakers of the city, 
through no fault of theirs, have not been able to 
maintain themselves for the seven months of 
the vear already passed, and are in arrears,—the 
married men for grocery bills, etc., which they 
have been unable to pay, and the single men for 
board for which they havé been trusted. If 
they cannot for the next four or five montha, 
which are considered the best of the year, re- 
deem themselves, it is indeed a sad comment 
upon the hoot and shoe trade of Chicago. It 
would be inferred from the statements in Tue 
TRIBUNE this morning, which were very much 
one-sided, and which prove very conclusively 
upon which side of the great struggie the press 
is arrayed, that each shoemaker in Chicago was 
naling an average of $9 per week for the year. 
It can be safely said, and will bear proof, that 
the men on pegged work have not averaged 86 
per week this year. 

The manufacturers seem to be affecting a 
boid front. They say they will be under the 
necessity of sending tothe Eastern States for 
help, which will be only tooglad to come. They 
are either ignorant of the situation, or are say- 
ing that which they know they cannot accom- 

lish. 

2 The shoemakers of the East have seen the 
necessity of organizing, and are now even more 
resolute and determined that those of the West. 
With regard to the statement the bosses will 
ignore the Board of Arbitration, they are just 
as likely to recognize it rm this case, and with as 
much justice, as they did last week in the de- 
mands of the shoemen of the city. 

Lodge No. 7, K. O. 8. C., warns all boot and 
shoe makers not to be induced by false promises 
or advertisements to come to Chicago until our 
trouble is settled.

WASHINGTON. 


The Fitz-John Porter Case—Orippling of 
the Railway Mail Service—Honorabie 


Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasurneron, D. D., Aug. 7.—Prof. Gardner, 
the Recorder of the Fitz-John Porter Court of 
Inquiry, has arrived here for the purpose of 
visiting the Bull Run battlefield, and studying 
all the points involved in the question before 
the court. Gen. T. C. H. Smith, formerly of 
Gen. Pope’s staff, and now Paymaster in the 
army, will make one of the party. 

The action of the last House in reducing the 
ealary of Vail, Superintendent of the Railway 
Mail Service, will probably compel tnat efficient 
officer to resign. Until the passage of the last 
Post-Office Appropriation bill the work of su- 
perintending the railway mail service has been 
divided between two persons, Vail and Mar- 
shall, and each one was allowed $4,000 a year 
salary, with legitimate traveling expenses. By 
the action of the last House, the salary was 
reduced to 83.500, and all allowance, for travel- 
ing or for incidental expenses were cut off, and 
only one Superintendent allowed, and 80 
the full work of two officers comes upon 
Vail. This has added to his duties to such an 
extent, aud calls for so much traveling on his 
part, that asa matter of fact his legitimate 
traveling expenses for the last month exceeded 
the salary fixed by the House. Under these 
circumstances be notified the Post master-Gener- 
al that be should be obliged to resign, b 
Judge Key was so reluctant to lose his service 
tliat be consented to leave the matter in abey- 
auce for a time. The Postmaster-General, 
however, hardly expects to be able under the 
law to arrange avy pay thas will enable bim 
to retain the office. Still, ap to this time 
no formal resignation has been tendered. In 
cage Vail retires, the chances are that Special 
Agent William B. Thompson will be appointed 
in lis place, Thompson is regarded by the De- 
partment as strictly in the line of promotion, 
anu is one of its most efficient agents. 

The decision in the Valentine scrip case is 
likely to be deiayed for a number of weeks. 
Marble, Solicitor for the Interior Department, 
is giving attention toa number of cases which 
has precedence of this, and their consideration 
will probably occupy his “entire time until his 
vacation, and the probabilities now are that the 
Valentine serip case will be first considered 
after his return. 

Tbe Commissioner of Internal Revenue bas 
adopted a new system of bianks in cases where 
those dropped from the service retire with the 
full confidence of the Department. ‘These are 
marked conspicuously upor the head, Honor- 
ably discharged,”’ and at the close of the form 
after the usual votification that the services of 
the Officer in question are no longer required by 
the Government, the clause is added: And 
you are hereby honorably discharged from the 
service of the Revenue Department. Hereto- 
fore formal notifications of removais for cause, 
as well as those on account of reduction of 
forte, have been made out upon the same 
blank, and thus officers with good record, when 
discharged, have had nothing to show the fact 
that their Giacherge was honorable.

sota- Mystery Surrounding a Sad Case.

Loursvittg, Ky., Aug. 7.—The body of s 
young man was discovered in the river here yes- 
terday, and given to the Coroner. There were 
no marks upon the clothes of the deceased to 
establish his identity, but a bunch of papers 
one pocket was noticed and examined. An en- 
velope postmarked Cincinnati, July 27, 18%, 
contains nothing, and is addressed to J. Frank- 
un, House of Lords, Cincinnati. A telegram 
dated New York, July 9, 1878, seems never to 
have been sent, aod reads:
